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i science is flourishing as mich now /May 
1955/ in Hungary as it ever has. The State Technical Institute has been rebuilt 


in the "Buda" section of Budapest and many provincial cities are getting 
their own technical institutes. There does not appear to be a shortage of 
funds for scientific facilities and equipment. This is particularly sig- 
nificant when you consider the generally poor living conditions and low 
standard of living. In effect, science has apparently been placed above 

such basic things as food and shelter -- at least official government plan- 
ning appears to place considerable emphasis on the country's scientific effort 
and continues to be indifferent to the average citizen's desire for better 
conditions.

solid work in the organic chemistry field. Biochemistry, on the other hand, 
appears to be mediocre or poor. Many of the pre-World War II organic chemists 
are publishing sincere, truthful, solid material. There also 
appears to be very little collaboration, on the scientific level, between Hungary 
and the USSR or other satellites, However, eared some scientists 
are shifted from country to country or go to the USSR on specific projects. 

As @ matter of possible interest, practically e811 Hungarian scientists and 

even the average city citizen for that matter, speak excellent German.
